SecTIoN

Secrion 1. That so much of Minnesota Territory as lies east of a line
commencing at the month of Knife Rirer on the north shore of Lake So-
perior, and ronning due north to the boundary line between the United
States and the British possessions, shall be and is hereby erected into a
seperate county, which shall be known by the name of Lake.

Sgc. 2. That so much of the connty of Itaska as is embraced in the
following boundaries be and the same i3 hereby erected into a seperate
connty which sholl be known as the county of Saint Louis, to wit:
Commencing at o point on the south boundary of Itaska county where
the range line between ranges twenty-one and twenty-two crosses eaid
boundary, thence due north to the boundary line between the United States
and the Brit.iﬂll;goasessions, thence east on sgid boundary line to the western
boundary of e county, thence sonth on said western boundary line to the
shore of Lake Superior, thence in o south-casterly direction aleng
the shore of said Lake and up the St. Louis river to the boundary line be-
tween Minnesota and Wisconsin, thence south along eaid boundary line to
the present south houndary of Itaska county, thence west along said
boundary line to the place of beginning.

Sgc. 3. The said county of St. Louis shall be and is hereby declared
to be an organized county and invested with all and singular the rights,
privileges and immunities to which all organized counties in this Territory
are or shall be by law entitled, and it is hereby declared to be the duty of
the Goveruor to appoint all county officers, Justices of the Peace and’
Constables to which said county may be entitled by law as an organized
county, and such officers so appointed shall qualify as by law required sud
shall hold their offices until their successors shall be duly elected nt the
next general election. The Commissioners appointed according to the
provisions of this section, shall have power to locate the county seat of
said connty. ©
